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FOREWORD 


Though oniy one name appears on the title page of this book, 
it was not written alone. Our uncle Murray Breland went all aver 
the piney woods of Washington, Tangipahoa, and Covington Parishes, 
Louisiana, looking for records of children of John Robertson 
Breland, pioneer from South Carolina. I got the bug and carried 
on the work as my retirement project with help from my brother 
Robert P. Breland until his death and with help from my brother 
Leigh F. Breland who I am hoping can revise this effort soon. 


AN EXPLANATION 


I had a stroke in July 1985 in the midst of my First efforts 
for writing the book. What we have 18 only a shell of the story. 
After a year of recuperation, I decided to go ahead with what we 
had, knowing that there are errors and omissions. 
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CHAPIER I 
EVIDENCE OF IHE NAME IN EURUPE 


There are several versions of the origin of the Breland line 
in tne United states, but few seem to fit in well with the known 
facts. The paragraphs following summarize the actual data round 
and may give some basis for speculating that the name was found 
Gariiest in southern Norway as a farm name with emigrants to The 
Netherlands taking an early version of the Norwegian farm name as 
their surname, Breedelant and variations, then into England as 
Breeland and possibly Bretiand, and thence Finally to America as 
Breland, where it was early recorded by tax clerks and census 
takers as Breland, Breeler, and Sreelo, and by army clerks as 
Brailer, breyler and Breeler. 


BRELAND FARMS IN NORWAY 


In Norway, farm names are common and many of the larger farm 
settlements nave written histories. Among these are histories of 
Breland and breiland farms. 


One farm is found in Oyslebo and another in Aseral, districts 
near Kristiansand on the southern coast. A history (Note 1) of 
the Breland farm in Uysiebo, transiated, reads, ’In 1601 the farm 
1S written both sreitand and Bredland, Later it was only Breeiand 
and Bredland. Currently, one speaks or *Breland’ with a long 
‘e’.” From tne old written forms is derived the meaning “the 
broad farm”. ihe translation further reads: “From tne heights of 
Uysteno to tronstad in Greispstad is a valley where there was a 
very old tratftic path; the largest farm here is Breland. This 
farm became the center of tne township.” The history covers the 
period trom the 1600s to the 1950s and gives the names of many of 
the occupants of the various parcels of the farm through this 
period; in many cases the circumstance of the change in ownership 
is explained and family members are named. 


A history (Note 2) of the Aseral farms, translated, reads: 
"In a tax List from 1593/4 the farm’s name is written *Breelandt’, 
in 1535 ‘Bredlanndt’, in 1611 ’Bredeland’, and later usually 
"breeland’ and ’&reland’ ...”; for tnose who are locally 
acquainted, 1t seems most likely that the first letters are a 
Varlation of the word “prei”, meaning “proad”. Ihe history covers 
the period from the 160Us to the 1940s and related several 
instances of emigration to America. 


The tarms at Uyslebo and ASsSeral are shown on topographic maps 
of Mandal and ASseral quadrangles .scaie 1:50,U0U0U), respectively. 
Un eacn map tne name is spelied ’*Bredland”. 


in a history (Note 3) of farms in the province of Hjelmeland 
(stavanger:) area, some intormation is included on farms named 
“preijand” for the period from the 1700s to 1930s. However, the 
intormation is very Limited. A topograpnic map of this area has 
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not yet been obtained. 


My research has uncovered an emigrant From Hjelmeland to the 
United states; his name on records in the Stats Archives at 
Stavanger was Ole Svendsen Breiland, son of Svend Olesen Breiland. 
Uescendants say that Ule came to America as a child with his 
parents. lhe family name in this country is *Breland” and the 
family is first found in the 1480 census for Illinois, Livingston 
County, Esmen lownship:

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CHAPTER II 
EARLY RECORDS IN AMERICA 


The earliest data found to date are in 1755 records for North 
Carolina and South Carolina. These data, along with findings for 
later years, lead to speculation that some of the early families 
had some association with early English Baptists who moved from 
southside Virginia into North Carolina then on into the Peedee 
River area of South Carolina, and Finally into Beaufort District 
of South Carolina. The association even extended eventually into 
southern Mississippi. This Baptist connection is dealt with ina 
separate chapter. 


BEAUFORT AND PITI COUNTIES, NORTH CAROLINA 


The Beaufort County, North Carolina, list of taxables for 
1755 has the name Abra. Breeler. The 1762 list of taxables for 
Pitt County, North Carolina, has the name Abraham Breler. Pitt 
County was formed in 1760 from Beaufort County. The 1762 tax list 
1s the earliest existing tax list for Pitt County. Also, in 1762, 
Abraham Breeler bought 80 acres of land on north side of Tisons 
Creek in Pitt County (Book B, page 301). In 1768, Abraham Brealer 
sold the same 80 acres of land in Pitt County (Book BD, page 23) 
and signed with the mark ”B”, the Signature written Abraham 
Breeler; the deed was witnessed by James (X) Breeler. The other 
available early tax lists for Pitt County show.these entries: 
1763 Abraham Breeler; 1764 Abraham Breeler. 


Families that Brelands are associated with later in South 
Carolina are also found in these same tax lists in 1755, 1762, 
1763, and 1764:

In a book (Note 1) on the history of Pipe Creek Church in 
Beaufort District, South Carolina, author Coy Johnston, a 
descendant of the Nathan Johnston in the tabulation above, states 
that early families in the Pipe Creek community included Deloach 
and Breland and nearby, Nathan Johnston, Originally of Southampton 
County, Virginia. In private correspondence, he states that the 
Nathan Johnston in Pitt County was the same one who moved to 
Beaufort District, South Carolina, St. Pster’s Parish, in 1768, 
and that other families from Pitt County moving to St. Peter’s 
Parish included William Stafford and the families of Daniel, 
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Lanier, Maner, and lay. 


Abraham Breler 1S pursued further in the section on Beaufort 
Oistrict South Carolina. 


PEEDEE FIVER, SOUTH CAROLINA 


On 6 November 1755, a petition of Jacob Breland was read to 
the South Carolina Council, asking for 150 acres of land on waters 
of Peedee River; he stated that he had a wife and child. An 
unrecorded plat for land not claimed shows a 150-acre tract laid 
Out on the northeast side of Peedee River in Craven County. No 
other records of Jacob Breland have been found as yet, unless he 
is the Jacob Sreeler who served in the end South Carolina Regiment 
in the Revolutionary War, along with Benjamin Breeler. 


Qn the same day that Jacob’s petition was read to the South 
Carolina Council in Charleston, petitions were also presented of 
certain others, including William Deloattich, Henry and John 
Ledbetter, and James Smart. 


There iS a possibility that Jacob Breland was the father of 
Elisna Breeler who first appears in Anson County, North Carolina, 
in 1778 as witness on a transfer of land on Jones Creek CBook 4, 
p. 339. Jones Creek feeds into the Peedee River near the border 
between North and South Carolina. 


More on Jacob and Elisha Breland is related in the chapter on 
the English Saptists. 


ANSON COUNTY, NORTH CAROLINA 


Elisha Sreeler of Anson County is of special significance 
because documentation shows that he used both the Breler/Breeler 
and Breland forms of the name, and because he is closely 
associated with the other Breelo/Breeler Families who also became 
Brelands in Beaufort District, South Carolina. 


AS stated before, Elisha Breeler First appears in the records 
of Anson County in 1778 as a witness on a transfer of land on 
Jones Creek ¢Book 4, p. 339 and in 1780, again as witness ona 
transfer of land on Jones Creek (Book 4, p. lY4ed. There is 
another record for Elisha "*Brealer” for 100 acres; the date is 
garbled. In 1786, a grant was issued to Elisha Bruler for 65 
acres (Book EE, p. 408); the survey was for Elisha ”’Brooler”. Also 
in 1786, he bought 7S acres under the name Elisha "Breler” (Book 
H, p. 2c4+8). In 1790, Elisha "Breler” appeared in the Anson County 
census with wife and two children. In 17936, after moving to South 
Carolina, ne sold part of his lands in North Carolina’s Anson 
County ‘Book E, p. 3233. In 1815, in South Carolina, Beaufort 
District, he sold to John Chewning lands in Anson County; the 
document was signed by "Elisha Breland”. (Book S, p. e735). 
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BEAUFORT DISTRICT, SOUTH CAROLINA 


In an unpublished monograph (Note ¢) Coy Johnston relates: 
“Josiah Daniel and his brother Thomas migrated to and settled in 
upper St. Peter’s Parish, South Carolina, circa 1768 from Pitt 
County, Nortn Carolina. They were part of a general migration of 
several Pitt County families Stafford, Tison, Maner, May, 
Johnston, and others. Settlement was along the waters of Savannah 
River, from Matthews Bluff to Black Swamp ... named for another 
community back in Pitt County ...” 


It is believed that the evidence is convincing that the 
Abraham Breeler who sold his lands in Pitt County, North Carolina, 
in 1768, is the same Abraham Breler who obtained lands by Royal 
grants in 1769 on Black Swamp in Beaufort District, South 
Carolina, St. Peter’s Parish. 


Minutes of the South Carolina Colonial Council Journal show 
that on May 2, 1769, a petition by Abram Breler was read asking 
that the time for certifying a plat for 100 acres on "waters of 
Savannah” be prolonged. Pursuant to a warrant dated 2 May 1769, a 
plat for 100 acres was laid out in Granville County for Abraham 
Breler on the waters of Savannah in St. Peter’s Parish "on part of 
Black Swamp”; the plat was certified 10 May 1769 and on 1 December 
1769 a grant was issued to Abraham Breler for this 100 acres; on 
24 January 1770, a Memorial for this 100 acres was registered in 
the Auditor’s office. A plat laid out for Thomas Daniel in 1769 
indicated it bounded on Abram Brelow; the Memorial for the Daniel 
grant indicated that it bounded on Abraham Brelon; when sold, this 
land was described as "on a branch of Black Swamp in St. Peter’s 
Parish” and was bounded on Adam Brealow Csic) and Joshua Stafford. 


Pursuant to a precept dated + February 177¢c, a plat for a 
second 100 acres for Abraham Breler was laid out in St. Peter’s 
Parish; the survey was done 1 March 1775 and the plat certified 1 
June 1775; a grant was issued e8 July 1775; a Memorial was 
recorded 3 November 1775. This tract joined the earlier tract, 
since the second shows it bounded on Abraham Breler’s lands and 
each indicated that each bounded on David Cheney C Joshua 
Stafford’s at time of survey of second tract). 


The two grants of 100 acres each suggest that Abraham had a 
wife and at least two children since Royal grants were made on the 
basis of SO acres per member of the family. He probably purchased 
other land: in 1774, Abraham Breler was an adjoining owner on a 
plat laid out for Elias Robert on the waters of Coosawhatchie; in 
1775, Abraham Breeler was an adjoining owner in a Memorial for 
Elias Robert, on Cypress Creek, Coosawhatchie, bounding on John 
Guin Cnow Abraham Breeler’s lands). Additional evidence of 
Abraham Breler Cand variations) bordering on land in the area can 
be found in the McCrady Collection of maps in the State Archives 
at Columbia, South Carolina. 
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The jury list for St. Peter’s Parish, 1778-1779, included: 
Abraham Brealer; Josiah and Thomas Daniels; Jesse Deloach; Nathan 
Johnston; Samuel Manner; Elias Robert; James Smart; Edward, John, 
Joshua, Richard, and William Stafford; and Howell Wall. This 
compares favorably with the 1762 tax list for Pitt County, North 
Carolina, which included: Abraham Breler; Josiah and Thomas 
Daniel; James Deloack; Nathan Johnston; Edward and Wm. CP) 
Stafford; and Howell Wall. 


Revolutionary War records show that Abraham Brailer was a 
Private in “SC Arty; Abraham Breler was issued an indent 
certificate for militia duty; Abraham Breler was issued a second 
indent certificate for militia duty, signed “Abraham Brealow” with 
mark ”’xx”, and assigned to Edward Stafford; Abraham Brealow was 
issued an indent certificate for beef, signed "abraham brealow” 
with mark ”’xx” before wm. Stafford J. P.; Abraham Breler, Jr., was 
1ssued an indent certificate for militia duty, signed "abraham 
breler, Junr.”. Absalom Breler was issued an indent certificate 
for militia duty, endorsed by Edward Stafford, and signed "Absalom 
brealow” with mark ”xx”; Absalom Breler was issued a second indent 
certificate for militia duty in Granville County Regiment, signed 
Absalom Breler before wm. Stafford, J. P.; Absalom Breler was 
issued a third indent certificate for militia duty in Granville 
Regiment. Amos Breler was issued an indent certificate for 
militia duty, with second indorsements by Samuel Maner and James 
Sweat; a petition by Amos Breland for a pension was rejected, 
despite supporting affidavit before Nathan Johnston J. P; there is 
evidence that Amos may have had some loyalty difficulty, but 
eventually was pardoned. Jacob, Benjamin, and John Breeler served 
in @nd Regiment; Jacob Breyler also served in 2nd Regiment. (Note 
on ”xx” marks: see p. 2-6). 


In 1783, Abraham Brelar was again listed as a juror in 
Beaufort District. In 1784 a tract of 640 acres was Surveyed for 
Abraham Breland bounding on Amos Breland, Seth Stafford and 
others; also, in 1784, possibly simultaneous with the preceding 
survey, @O0O acres was laid out for Amos Breland bounding on 
Abraham Breland, Senr; State grants for both tracts were issued 6 
March 1786. Comparison of the two tracts indicate the two 
probably adjoined. In 1789, a tract for 340 acres was surveyed 
for Abraham Breler ”on the Great Bay the head of the Long Branch, 
the waters of Boggy Gut, a branch of Savannah River”, bounding on 
Joseph Garnett and others; a State grant for this land was issued 
6 April 1789. This land can be located on current topographic 
maps and was a few miles north of the lands on Black Swamp. A 
U.S. Geological Survey map of Shirley Quadrangle in Hampton 
County shows a "Breeler Field Cemetery” near Shirley community and 
just off the Augusta Road; nearby is a "Solomons Cemetery”. 
Records in Hampton County Courthouse show that some of the 
Solomons land surrounding the two cemeteries was bought from 
Absalom Breland; the records indicate that the Breeler Field 
Cemetery is now owned by the Sandhill Baptist Church, a black 
congregation. 
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Tne 17390 census for Beaufort District, South Carolina 
includes the following, listed together in this order:

The first Abraham listed was probably the Abraham Breler from Pitt 
County, North Carolina, his family probably at this time 
including: his wife Jemimah; eldest son Absalom; and sons 
Abraham, Jr., Amos, Samuel, and William who was not yet married; 
three daughters living with him, one being Millie, age about 20; 
and an older daughter, Liddy, age about 23, who was already 
married to William Thornhill. The extra male living with Abraham 
I is presumed to have been David. Abraham I, at this time, is 
estimated to have been about SS years old. CResearchers should 
check the data above.) 

In 1796, Elisha Brealer in the County of Winton Cnow 
Barnwell), in the Province of South Carolina, sold land in Anson 
County, North Carolina CAnson Co. Deed Book E, p. 323). Elisha 
Breler CBreeler, Brealer) had been in Anson County since 1778, and 
possibly earlier, and may have been a son of Jacob Breland of 
Peedee River, South Carolina; Elisha’s land in Anson County was on 
the south prong of Jones Creek, a tributary of Pee Dee River, and 
was near the border between North and South Carolina. 


In 1800, the census for Beaufort District shows Abraham 
Breeler, with one male over ‘4S and one female over ‘5, probably 
Abraham, Senior, age about 65, and wife Jemimah; also Absalom over 
4S with wife 2e6-4S and 9 children; aiso Amos, Samuel, and William; 
David 16-26 appears for first time; also new to appear in South 
Carolina is Elisha Breeler with family; Abraham II does not 
appear--perhaps his wife’s death in 1734 may explain in part the 
Circumstances. In addition to those 1800 census listings, one 
searcher reports finding Cin South Carolina Archives census files) 
a "James Brelund” in Charleston District. 


In 1802, a State grant was issued for Absalom Breler for 60 
1/e acres on Boggy Gut bordering on Abraham Breler Senr., Seth 
Stafford and others. 


In 1809, David Breland departed for Mississippi with his 
family. 


In 1810, the census for Beaufort District listed in St. 
Peter’s Parish the following: Jemimah, living with 4 slaves, and 
believed to be the widow of Abraham, Senior, who is presumed to 
have died about 1805, age about 70; Absolum over 4S with wife and 
8 children; Abraham II, e6-4S, with wife and + children; Amos, 
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Samuel, and Elisha with Families; Absaolum, Jr., appears for the 
First time. William is not listed, but 1s believed to have been 
in Barnwell District where some names are thought to be missing. 


In 16811, Abraham II departed for Mississippi, along with his 
Sister Liddy Breland Thornhill; his sister Millie Breland Odom 
Cook; and their mother (Jemimah Breland). 


Continuing the story of the Brelands remaining in Beaufort 
and Barnwell Counties, the 1820 census shows in Beaufort County: 
Absalom I with wife and 3 children 10-165; Amos with wife and 2 
children; Absalom II with wife and 5 children; and for the first 
time Jessy 18-e6, with 1 female 10-16, and 15 slaves; Samuel is 
not listed, having departed for Mississippi. Elisha I is not 
listed and 1s believed to have died--he would have been age 60-65 
at this time. William I is not listed having died in 1820; more 
on William and his family is related in the section of Chapter IV. 


By 1830, in Beaufort County, migrations to the west left only 
three families listed in the census: Absolum I, age SO-60, with 
wife and S slaves; new listings were Joseph, age 40-50, and 
Hezekiah, age 30-40, probably sons of Absolum or Amos. Amos had 
Probably died and Jesse had migrated-to Mississippi by 1825S. 


By 1840, only two families are listed in Beaufort County: 8B. 
Brelland in St. Peter’s Parish and 1. Breland in St. Luke’s 
Parish. No information has been found on them. 

By 1850, only families of Isaiah Breland and Nancy Breland 


are found in Beaufort County. It is hoped that someone will 
research these remaining families in Beaufort County.

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CHAPTER III 
THE ENGLISH BAPTISTS AND BRELAND FAMILIES 


A thread that runs through the history of Breland families 
for three generations from the 1700s in North Carolina, through 
South Carolina, and into Mississippi in the 1800s is the 
connection with early Baptist churches and the association with 
familigss in those churches. This connection seems to begin with 
the earliest Baptist church in Virginia, albeit the thread is 
tenous at best. 


EARLY BAPTISTS IN VIRGINIA AND NORTH CAROLINA 


In his history (Note 1) of the Baptists in Virginia, Semple 
tells that the Baptist church was established by English Baptists, 
in southeast part of the state. About 1740, some members went to 
North Carolina and organized a church at Kehukee which church in 
turn about 1750 sponsored new churches at Reedy Creek and at 
Fishing Creek in colonial Granville County (Note 2). Henry 
Ledbetter and James Smart from Virginia were members of Fishing 
Creek Church and became ordained ministers there. Probably 
members were William Deloach and Edward Boykin of early southeast 
Virginia families; Deloach was a French Huguenot and both were 
Baptist families; the Deloacn and Boykin families are found in 
London in late 1600s when John Breeland was married there in 1686 
CNote 3). Also living in the Fishing Creek area and probable 
member of the church was Joseph Wall, father of Howell Wall who is 
found in Pitt County, North Carolina, in 176e along with Abranam 
Breler/Breland; Reverend Howell Wall, Jr., is found later in 
Beaufort District, South Carolina, and in Amite County, 
Mississippi, along with other Breland families. 


EARLY BAPTISTS IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


In 1755, Reverend Henry Ledbetter and Reverend James Smart 
moved from Fishing Creek Church, in North Carolina, along with 
several other members, to upper South Carolina and possibly spent 
a short time with the Welsh Baptists on Peedee River (Note 4). On 
S November 1755, the following appeared before the South Carolina 
Council in Charleston to hear their petitions read asking for 
lands (Note S) as noted:

Leah Townsend in her book on South Carolina Baptists (Note 6) says 
that the first church on Lynches Creek is said to have begun by 
former Welsh Neck Church members who had lived for a time on Black 
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Creek and had moved about 1754 nearer Lynches Creek and organized 
a new church September 1, 1755, with Rev. Henry Ledbetter, Rev. 
James Smart, as ministers, and Edward Boykin and son Hanry, 
deacons. An influx from Fishing Creek, North Carolina, raised 
members to 3O, but doctrinal differences and Indians caused 
membership to dwindle. Many moved south to Coosawhatchie and 
Eunaw churches in Beaufort District, including Rev. James Smart, 
who became minister of Coosawhatchie Church (later Beech Branch) 
in 1759 (Note 7). 


The Coosawhatchie Church, in turn, sponsored the Black Swamp 
and Pipe Creek Churches; the latter was constituted as the 
Savannah River, Carolina, Church in 1775, principally by about 16 
members from the Coosawhatchie Church (Note 8). The First church 
structure as located on the Savannah River in the vicinity of 
Matthews Bluff; in 1785 a new meeting house was built a few miles 
to the south and name changed to the Pipe Creek Church. Pipe 
Creek messengers to the Charleston and Savannah River Associations 
in the years from 1789 thru 1817 included the following:

EARLY BAPTISTS IN MISSISSIPPI 


Beginning about 1806, many in St. Peter’s Parish were caught 
up in the search for new lands in Mississippi. In 1611, a large 
party which included Rev. Howell Wall of Black Swamp, Naaman and 
Seth Smart, Jonn Tison, etc. Some of the migrants returned, 
including the Smarts and John Tison. 


Rev. Howell Wall remained in Mississippi and established 
Jerusalem Church in Amite County and helped establish Mt. Nebo 
Churcn in St. Tammany, Parisn, Louisiana. David Breland was in 
Amite County in 1816 and adjoining Pike County in 1820. Abraham 
Breland was in Pike County in 1616 and in St. Tammany Parish as 
early as 1812. Other Brelands were in Pike County and St. Tammany 
Parish in 1820. It is believed that there was close association 
between the Breland families and Rev. Howell Wall and his family, 
continuing an association between the two lines over three

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CHAPTER IV 
BRELANDS REMAINING IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


Probably as many as SO individuals named Breland, including 
children and spouses, were in the migrations from South Carolina 
to Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisiana between 16809 and 1830; most 
of these can be identified by name. Of the eleven heads of 
families listed in the South Carolina census of 1800, 1810, and 
1820, only two remained in 1830--Absalom, Senior, in Beaufort 
County and Mary (widow of William) in Barnwell County-~plus 
offspring of those who had become of age and started families. 

Tne families in Beaufort County continued there into the 1860s; 
the families of William and Mary in Barnwell County remained in 
that county for a while, but eventually settled mostly in Colleton 
County with a few moving into Beaufort County and Hampton County 
where they are found to this day. 


ABRAHAM BRELER/BRELAND OF TISON’S CREEK, NC 


AS previously noted, Abraham was first recorded in the List 
of Taxables in 1755 in Beaufort County, North Carolina. No 
positive evidence of his parentage or from whence he came has been 
found. It 18 speculated that he may have been associated with the 
English Baptists in southeast Virginia. 


In 1704, the Quit Rents of Virginia (Note 1) includes the 
names of John Thornhill (Prince George County), Joseph Wall (Surry 
County), Francis Leadbetter (Prince George County), Matthew Smart 
(Prince George County), the surnames being associated with 
Brelands in South Carolina. In 1714, the Quit Rent Roll for Isle 
of Wight County, Virginia (Note ©) includes Edward Boykin and 
Michael Deloach, the names being associated with Brelands and 
Baptist migration on the Peedee River, South Carolina, in 1755. 


ABSALOM BRELAND FAMILY 


Absalom Breland was probably born in North Carolina about 
1760, the oldest son of Abraham I and Jemimah Breler/Breland; 
Absalom moved from Pitt County in 1768 when Abraham sold his lands 
and migrated to Beaufort District, South Carolina. Absalom first 
appears in Revolutionary War records, receiving two identification 
certificates for militia duty in the Granville County Regiment 
CSouth Carolina). 


In the 1790 census of Beaufort District, there are listed six 
families under ”’Breelo” name--Absalom being next after Abraham 1; 
Absalom’s family then consisted of a wife and six children; in 
1800 and 1810, Absalom had the largest family; in later censuses, 
Absalom continued to appear in Beaufort District after all the 
earlier families have disappeared, because of either death or 
migration; for these reasons it is believed that Absalom was the 
oldest son. In addition, a probate record in Hampton County 
Courthouse filed in the 1900s indicate that some of the land 
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Surrounding the Breeler Field Cemetery and the Solomons Cemetery 
nearby was bought from Absalom Breland. 


In 1802, Absalom Breler obtained a state grant for 60 l/e 
acres in Beaufort District on the waters of Boggy Gut, a branch of 
Savannah River, bordering on Abraham Breler, Senior, and others. 
In 16810, Absalom was indicated in the census as having: 


4% sons under 10 
3 daughers under 10 
1 son 10-16 


Absalom, Jr., was indicated as having S sons under 10, 1 daughter 
under 10, and one son 10-15. Clifton Breland, in his booklet 
CNote 3) mostly on Absalom, Jr., records that Absalom, Jr., born 
in 1790; obviously, at age 20, in 1810, some of his ”*family” were 
not his, but possibly children of Absalom, Senior. 


Before the next census in 1820, several migrations to 
Mississippi of Brelands took place. An account (Note 4) by Robert 
Lee Breland (1870-1939) states that a large group of people went 
in a group to southern Mississippi; it apparently took place in 
1811, when several of the participants obtained Georgia passports 
in the spring of 1811; possibly included in this group were some 
of the children of Absalom, Sr., and he may have made the trip; if 
he did, he surely returned to South Carolina, because he appeared 
in the next censuses in 1820 and 1830. Another migration took 
place before 1819, when Hiram, a son of Absalom, appears an a 
Greene County tax roll; by the time of the 1820 census, Absalom’s 
family was much reduced in size and Jesse appeared as a new head 
of family; although there is no supporting evidence, Jesse would 
appear to be a son of Absalom (Jessy or Jesse named one of his 
sons Absalom). By 1625, Jesse appears on Jackson County census, 
and in 1830 on Perry County and Jackson County, Mississippi, 
censuses. 


In the 1830 census of Beaufort County, South Carolina, only 
Absalom, Sr., of the original "*Breelo” families, appears with his 
wife and S slaves; also appearing are Joseph and Hezekiah who 
apparently were two younger sons of Absalom. Clifton Breland’s 
account says that seven sons of Absalom went to Mississippi From 
18le to 1830, namely, Absalom (Jr.), Samuel, Henry, Josiah, Hiram, 
Robert, and Elisha; no evidence has been found on Henry and 
Robert. Josiah appears to have been Joseph T. 


Absalom I apparently died prior to the 1840 census. 


WILLIAM BRELAND FAMILY 


William first appeared in early records in Beaufort District 
in the 1790 census as William ”"Breelo”, listed together with the 
five other ”*Breelo” families; he was indicated as a single man 
with one slave. William apparently was a son of Abraham I and 
probably was too young to have served in the Revolutionary War. 
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William was listed in 1800 in Beaufort District as ”*Breeland”, as 
was Elisha who had come from Anson County, North Carolina. All 
the others were listed as "Breeler”. No explanation has been 
found for this difference. Beginning in 1810 census, the name was 
listed as “Breland” or sometimes “Breeland”, and from that date 
forward continued to be so listed, ‘except for occasionally a lapse 
back to "Breeler” or ”Brealer”. 


In the 1810 census for Beaufort District, William did not 

_ appear. He may have been living in Barnwell District where there 
were, possibly, some names missing from the census; or he may have 
been in Alabama where two of his sons are found later. 


William died in 1820, leaving a will recorded in Barnwell 
County (Note 5S) naming his widow Mary and his children as Abraham, 
Samuel, William Spencer, Thomas, James McGee, Jinsy Grimes, Neoma, 
and Dorcus. 


CHILDREN OF WILLIAM BRELAND

Elizabeth Varn (1798 - 1877), daughter of John and Hannah Rosannah 
(Rims) Varn; her father was a prominent land aquner. Abraham is 
shown on the Mills Atlas of 1620-16825 in Barnwell District near 
Buford’s Bridge. He is believed to be the "Abram Breland” on a 
promissory note made to him in 1819 in Monroe County, Alabama. It 
is likely he had gone to Alabama with his brother Samuel and 
returned home on the death of their father in 1820. Abraham is 
believed to be buried in the River’s Bridge State Park where a 
stone monument bears the inscription "Abram Breland 1795-1852”.

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CHAPTER V 
MIGRATIONS OF BRELAND FAMILIES TO SOUTHWEST MISSISSIPPI 


Several migrations of settlers from St. Peter’s Parish in 
South Carolina westward to Mississippi and Louisiana occurred in 
early 1800s including ore about 1808 into Wilkinson County; 
several individuals returned, some neighbors of the Brelands. 
beginning in 1609 and 1811 until about 1618, these early 
pioneering Brelands make the trip to southwest Mississippi. It 1s 
believed tnat the early ploneers making the migrations included: 
Abraham II and David, brothers; James M., Hillery, and Edward, 
brothers and sons of £lisha who remained in South Carolina; and 
Jonn R., son of Abraham II. 


UAVID BRELAND FAMILY 


David Breland was born in South Carolina, Beaufort District, 
one of younger sons of Abraham Breler/Breland, Senior; in the 1790 
census for Beaufort District, David was probably the second male 
over 16 in the household of Abraham I. In the 1800 Beaufort 
District census, David Breelsr was shown as age 16-26, with wife 
16-26, and two daughters under 10. 


ln 1809, David Breland obtained a Georgia passport CNote 1) 
for himself and family to pass through the Creek Nation and 
migrated to southwest Mississippi, Amite County. The size of his 
family at that time is not known, but the family is believed to 
have included at least 3 daughters and one son. 


In 1811, David Breland was an inhabitant of Amite County, 
Mississippi Territory, and in this year was 4 signer on a petition 
to Congress asking admission as a state CNote 2). Also in 18ll, 
his family became associated with the Church of Christ of Zion 
Hill, Amite County, near Liberty, Mississippi; in that year, 
minutes of the church show that David Breland was received by 
letter; in 1812, Nancy Breland (presumably his wife) was received 
by baptism; in 1613, Edith Breland (presumably his daughter) was 
received by experience (Note 3). 


In 1812, Amite County records show that Kathy Breeland 
(presumbably another daughter of David and Nancy) married George 
Campbell; in 1818, the Amite County records show that Edy 
Breediand married James Jonnson CNote ‘t). 


In 1811, 1812, 1613, 1814, 1815, and 1816, tax records for 
Amite County snow that David Breland was listed (Note 5). 


The 1816 census of the Mississippi Territory (Note 6) listed 
in Amite County Uavid Breeland with wife, two females over el, and 
three females under 21; 1n Pike County the census listed David 
Breland (presumably Junior) with wife and no children. 


The 1820 Federal census for Mississippi listed David Breland 
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in Amite County, age over 45, with wife over 45, one son under co, 
one daughter under 10, and one daughter 10-16; in Pike County, the 
census listed David Breland (Jr.) as age 26-45, wife 16-26, one 
male 16-26, one daughter under 10. 


In 1828 minutes of the Zion Hill Church show that Marian 
Breland (presumably the daughter of David, Sr.) was received by 
experience; in 1830, the minutes show that David Breeland asked 
for a letter of dismissal for himself, his wife, and daughter. At 
this time, David (Senior and Junior) moved to Copiah County. 


The 1830 Federal census for Copiahn County listed David 
Breeland (Sr.) as age 60-70 and wife SO-60 with no others in 
household; and David Breeland (Jr.3, as age 30-40, with wife t0- 
50, one son under S, one son 5-10, 1 male 20-30, 3 daughters 5-10, 
and one daughter 15-20. 


By the time of the 1840 census, both David (Sr.) and his wife 
no longer were listed and apparently had died.

ABRAHAM BRELAND II FAMILY 


Abraham Breland II was probably born in North Carolina about 
1762 and moved from Pitt County in 1768, when Abraham I Cfather of 
Abraham II) sold his lands there, migrated to Beaufort District, 
South Carolina, and settled in upper St. Peter’s Parish. 


Abraham II’s first records are Revolutionary War indent 
certificates showing "Abraham Breler, Jr.” doing militia duty. In 
1784, land was laid out for Amos Breland bounding on Abraham 
Breland, Senior., implying the existence of Abraham, Junior CII). 


Abraham II was listed in the 1790 census for Beaufort 
District, South Carolina; he was listed as ”"Breelo” with wife, one 
son under 16, and 4+ daughters; he had married Mary Robertson. 


Family tradition relates that, in 1794, at the birth of John 
R. Breland, John’s mother died with the request that John R. he 
named for her father, John Robertson. The whereabouts of Abraham 
II and his family at the 1800 census has not been determined. 


In 1810, the Beaufort County census listed, in St. Peter’s 
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Parish, Abranam II, age @6-4S, with wife 26-45, two sons, and two 
daughters, all under 10. In 1811, Abraham II obtained a Georgia 
passport for his wife and 6 children to pass through the Creek 
Nation; also obtaining passport about the same time were William 
Tnornhill for himself, his wife CLiddy Breland, sister of Abraham 
Il), and his wife’s mother CJemimah Breland, widow of Abraham 1); 
also receiving a passport was William Odum Cson of Millie Breland 
Odom Cook, another sister of Abraham II). 


A deed recorded (Notes 7) in St. Tammany Parish, Louisiana, 
tells of Abraham Breland transferring land on Bogue Chitto River 
“which land settled in the year 1812”. In 181%, Abraham II’s son, 
Jonn R. was drafted or enlisted into the Louisiana Militia and 
served in War of 1812 with Capt. John K. Goff’s Company; he was 
discharged in 1815 (Note 8) and remained in St. Tammany Parish, 
Louisiana. 


Abraham II returned to Pike County, Mississippi, where his 
two sisters, Liddy Thornhill and Millie Cook, had settled. In the 
1816 census of Mississippi Territory, Abraham Breedeland was 
disted in Pike County with wife and two males under 21. 


In the 1820 Federal census for Mississippi, Abraham Breland 
was listed in Pike County as age over 45, with wife over 4S, one 
son under 10, one daughter under 10, and one female 16-26; also 
listed in Piks County were Hilry Breland and James ™. Breland. 
Abranam II’s son, John R., was listed in St. Tammany Parish, 
Louisiana. ‘ 


Abraham II and his family became members of the New Zion 
Baptist Church in Pike County, along with the family of James NM. 
Breland. Abraham II was in difficulty with the church because of 
a drinking problem; Elizabeth, believed to be his second wife was 
excommunicated in 183e, presumably for leaving her husband. The 
year 183e appears to be the last year that the minutes refer to 
Abraham II or Elizabeth (Note 9). 


Tne 1830 census for Pike County was lost, but 1831 tax list 
no longer listed Abraham, but does list Hillery, James, and John; 
Jonn had moved to Pike County from St. Tammany Parish, Louisiana, 
possibly because of deteriorating health of his father Abraham II, 
and to assist his step-mother CElizabeth) and to take over 
whatever lands his father had. Abraham II is believed to have 
died soon after 183e.

HILLERY BRELAND FAMILY 


Hillery Breland probably was born in St. Peter’s Parish, 
Beaufort District, South Carolina, and 1s said to nave been born 
in 179@. The 1800 census showed several males under 10, but the 
1u10 census snowed. no males 16-c6. Ihe 1792 birthdate is propably 
too early and is likely about 179%; 1f so, he could be a son of 
either Absolom I or Elisna. Hillery may have been the son of 
Elisha; one of Hillery’s sons was named Elisha; a family tradition 
records that Hillery was a son of Elisha. 


One oral tradition records that Hillery was one of several 
younger Brelands in the large 1811 migration from South Carolina 
to southwest Mississipp. (Note 11); the others included Edward, 
thought to bs a son of Elisha; later, the eldest son of Elisha 
(James M.) came to Pike County. The 1814 personal tax list for 
Lawrence County records Hillery’s presence (believed to be error- 
probably should be Pike County). 


Hillery served in the Mississippi Territorial militia, in 
1814, and was married to Ailey Brown in 1818. He was listed in 
federal census for 18e0 as "Hillry” and the 1631 tax list; he died 
un 1839.

EDWARD BRELAND FAMILY 


Edward Breland was born Sept. 13, 1800, probably in St. 
Peterc’s Parish, Beaufort District, South Carolina. The 1810 
census for Beaufort District indicates that Edward could have been 
the son of Absolom (Senior), Absolom (Jr.), or Elisha. 


The case in favor of Elisha as the father of Edward rests 
partially on the fact that Elisha was very active in thes Pipe 
Creek Church in St. Peter’s Parish, serving several times as 
delegate to the Savannah River Association. 


It seems logical that some of his descendants would be 
inclined toward serving the church, as nas been the case with 
Edward’s sons. 
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In 1817, Edward obtained a land grant in St. Helena Parish, 
Loulsiana; this parish included what 18 now St. Tammany and 
Washington Parishes. Abraham Breland II and his son, John R., had 
been in St. Tammany Parish since 18le. 


In 1824, St. Tammany records show that Edward married Alice 
Jane Franklin; their first child Oliver Franklin Breland was born 
about 1825 in Copiah County. In 1625, Edward was on the personal 
tax roll in Copiah County, along with a William Franklin. It is 
possibie tnat Edward moved to Copiahn County sometime before 18e4. 
Also going to Copiah County were David Breland, Senior and Junior, 
wno arse listed there in the 1830 census. 


Edward and Alice Jane’s second child, Martha Jane, was born 
about 1827, wnen the family was in Hinds County, Miss.; Edward was 
listed on the personal tax roll along with several Franklins; same 
for 182€8 and 1823S. Their third child, Huldah, was born about 
1829. In 1830, Edward was on Rankin County personal tax roll as 
Edward Breeler. His wife, Alice Jane, died about 1830, leaving 
the three children. 


Edward was not listed in the 1830 Mississippi census; he and 
his children may have been living with his sister, Jemimah 
Davidson. In 1832, he married again, to Matilda Neely. In 1833, 
he was on the Madison County personal tax roll and in 1834 on the 
Neshora County tax roll. In 1838, he was on the Newton County tax 
roll. He died about 1840; his children went to live with his 
sister, Jemimah Davidson and her husband Henry in Newton County.

JAMES M. BRELAND FAMILY 


James M. Breland was born about 1786 in North Carolina C1850 
Mississippi census data) and was probably the oldest son of Elisha 
Breland .who was in Anson County, N. C., from 1780 to 1796 and, in 
the 1800 census for Beaufort District, is almost certainly the age 
10-16 male in Elisha’s household. 


James’ father, Elisha, was a messenger (delegate) from the 
Pipe Creek Baptist Church to the Savannah River Association in 
1807, 1808, 1809, 1611, and 1616. It is likely that Elisha’s 
involvement with the church had a significant influence on his 
children and helped lead several of them into service to the 


church. 


In 1810, James ™. Cage 24) did not appear in the South 
Carolina census; he is presumed to have been living with some 
other family. In 1811, 1t is believed that some of Elisha’s sons 
were in the migration of Brelands and others to southwest 
Mississippi; these included Hillery and Edward. Elisha died soon 
after 1816 and James M., now married, left for Mississippi where 
he appeared in the 1820 Pike County census, age under 26 and a son 
and daughter both under 10. 


James M. and his wife Frances became members of the New Zion 
Baptist Church in Pike County, the same church with which Abraham 
ll and his wife Elizabeth were associated. In 1825, James M. was 
on the Pike County tax roll. The 1830 Pike County census is lost, 
but the 1831 tax roll listed James, as did the 1835 tax roll.

Richard Edward Breland, age 30 (born Miss.) was in a nearby 
household and QGiive (Jane) (Breland) Magee age e9 Cborn Miss.) was 
listed as a widow and head of a nearby household with three 
children ages 9, 8, 7; living with her was P. H. Speer and Lavinia 
A. (Breland) Speer age +7 (born S. C.) who presumably was a sister 
of James M. and had been married in 1822 in Alabama and was there 
in 1840 in Montgomery County (living in Livingston Parish, LA, 
1876). ; 


Soon after 1850, James M. and his family became associated 
with the Line Creek Baptist Church in Amite County. The minutes 
of the church reveal that he was ordained as deacon in 18Se; 
mention was made of Mrs. Frances Breland, R. E. Breland, Ann 
Breland and Sarah Breland in 1852, and Salina Breland in 18568. 


The 1860 census listed the family in Amite County at Liberty 
Post Office, as follows:

In Claiborne County was listed E. Breeland, age 2S. The 1860 
slave schedule shows that James M. owned 10 slaves. 


James M. Breland’s will, written in 1861, was recorded in 
Amite County. He died in 186% and his will, proved in 1865, 
mentioned his wife Frances, son Edward, and daughter Mary; he 
possessed land, slaves, and personal estate valued at $6500. His 
wife and son Ebenezer Robin died before estate was settled; final 
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settlement involves following CNote 12).

In the estate papers of James M. Breland was found a letter 
from William C. Breland to his sister, M. E. Breland, dated 10

and testament of William C. Breland. The letter states: "if I do 
not come home”, he gives his sister all he possesses. He was 
brought home about 4 June 1862 and died S days later. The letter 
mentioned "we three brothers” and Reubin & Pomp CP). 


No descendants have been found for this family.

Probate records of father’s estate in 1866 refer to 
Salina E. Taylor, wife of Amos Taylor, both of Texas; she was 
included in personal property payment in 1866 and land 
distribution in 1867.

Easley. Mary Breland mentioned in father’s will in 1861; probate 
records in 1866 refer to Mary E. Easley, wife of Marshall Easley 
of Amite County; the 1867 land distribution refers ton. E. 
Easley. At request of Marshall and Mary Easley, letter of 186e by 
William C. Breland to sister Mary was accepted as his will and 
probated in 1865.

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CHAPTER VI 
MIGRATIONS OF BRELAND FAMILIES TO SOUTHEAST MISSISSIPPI 


A number of Breland families migratsd from South Carolina to 
southeast Mississippi, beginning before 1819 when Hiram Breland 
appeared on the Greene county tax roll. By the time of the 1820 
Federal census, Hiram, Samuel, and Elisha II were listed in Greene 
County. 


In the 1825 State census for Jackson County, Jesse Breland’s 
family was listed. 


In the 19830 Federal census, Absalom II and Lemuel also were 
listed in Greene County and Jesse, Joseph, and Mary were listed in 
Perry County. 


HIRAM BRELAND FAMILY 


Hiram Breland was born in South Carolina about 1798 Chased on 
1850 census data), probably in Beaufort District, the son of 
Absalom I. The 1800 census indicates that Absalom had three sons 
under S at that time; the 1810 census indicates that he had one 
son 10-16 Cpresumably Hiram). 


At some time before 1819, Hiram migrated to Mississippi; he 
appeared on the 1819 tax roll for Greene County; and in the 1820 
census for Greene County he was listed as age 16-26, with wife 16- 
26, one son under 10, and one daughter under 10. 


-In 1830, Hiram was listed in the census as "Hyrum” age 30-40, 
wife 20-30, one son S-10, one 10-15, two daughters 10-15, one 15- 
20, and a female SO-60. 


In 1840, Hiram was listed in Greene County as age *O0-SO, with 
one son under S, one 5-10, one 15-e0, two females under 5, two 5S- 
10, two 10-15, one 20-30, and one 80-90. He was in the 1846 tax 
list in Greene County, listed as ”Highram”. 


In 1850, Hiram was listed in Greene County, age Se Chorn in 
South Carolina), wife Lucy (Moody) 38 Cborn in South Carolina), 
four sons, and 8 daughters. 


Apparently, Hiram was married twice; he had about 16 children 
and ne nad “*school” with a teacher for them. His children 
Capparently) were: Wainburn (1823); Mahala (1824); Tobias (1825); 
Jonn (1828); Roberson ¢€1831); Loulsa (1833); Elizabeth ¢€18635); 
Henry David (1837); Priscilla (1838); Lorine (1839); Hiram J. 
CLB41); Jonn C. (1842); Charity C16tt); Zylipha Emeline (1846); 
Sophomia (1848); Martha C1849); dates are approximate. 
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SAMUEL BRELAND FAMILY 


Samuel Breland first appeared in the 1790 South Carolina 
census as "Breelo”, with his wife only, apparently soon after 
their marriage. He probably was born in Beaufort District, about 
1765, presumably a son of Abraham I. 


In 1800, Samuel was listed in the South Carolina census in 
Beaufort District, age 26-4S Cabout 35) with wife 16-26, 3 
daughters under 10, and one 10-16. 


In 1810, he was listed again in South Carolina’s Beaufort 
District, age 45S up Cabout 45), with wife 26-45, 3 daughters under 
10, one 10-16, and two 16-26. 


At some time, before 1820, Samuel and his family left South 
Carolina for Greene County, Mississippi. He was listed on the 
1820 Greene County census, age 45S up Cabout 55), with wife “5S up, 
with two sons under 10, one daughter under 10, one 10-16, two 16- 
26, and two females 26-45. 


In 1830, Samuel was listed in Greene County census, age 60-70 
Cabout 65), with wife 60-70, one son 10-15, one son 15-20, one 
daughter $-10, one 15-20, and female eO-30. 


No further record of Samuel is known; he apparently died 
before 1840. His widow may have been living with Hiram who was 
disted in 18+0 Greene County with a female age 80-90 C7). 


ELISHA BRELAND II FAMILY 


Elisha Breland II appears by name in the 1820 Mississippi 
census in Greene County, age 2e6-+S, with wife 16-26, two sons 
under 10, and one daughter under 10. He appears to be a son of 
Absalom I, but no positive evidence of this is known. Based oan 
data in the 1850 census, he was born about 1785 in South Carolina, 
and his wife’s name was Dorcus, also born in South Carolina. 


In 1823, Elisha Brealor was listed in Perry County, 
Mississippi, tax roll, along with Absolem Brealor. In 1822-23 
list of births and deaths for Perry County, a death was recorded 
in Elisha’s household. In 1825S, Elisha Breeland and Absalom 


Breeland were listed in Perry County tax roll. 


In 1830, Elisha Breeland was listed Greene County census, age 
40-SO, with two sons under S, one 5-10, one 10-15, one female 15- 
cO, and one tO-SO. 


In 1833, 1835, and 1837, Elisha Breland was listed on Perry 
County tax rolls. 


In 1840, Elisha was listed in Perry County census, age S0O-60, 
two sons S-10, one 10-15, one 15-20, and one female 20-30. 
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In 1850, Elisna II was listed in Greene County, age 65, with 
wife Dorcas SB, and Timothy CTitus) 18. 


ABSALOM BRELAND II FAMILY 


Absalom II First appeared in the 1810 census in South 
Carolina, Beaufort District, age e6-4S, with wife 26-45, one male 
10-16, five males under 10, and one female under 10; presumably, 
he was a son of Absalom 1. (CCertain inaccuracies are apparent: 
the age bracket for Absalom and his wife may be in error; the 
“Family” are not entirely their own; family records may be in 
error.) 


In 1820, Absalom II was still listed in the census in South 
Carolina, Beaufort District, age 26-45, with wife 26-45, two males 
16-18, two males 10-16, and one female under 10. CHere again, the 
"Family” are not entirely their own, and Family records shows two 
females under 10 and one male under 10). Soon after 1820, Absalom 
II and his family apparently moved to Mississippi. 


In 1823, Absalom II was listed on Perry County, Mississippi, 
tax roll and again in 1825, 1627, 1628. ' 


In 1830, Absalom II was listed in Greene County, age 30-40, 
with one maie 10-15, two 5-10, one female +O-SO, one 20-30, and 
two S-10. (This seems to be entirely their own family). 


In 1840, Absalom II was listed in Greene County, age tO-SO, 
with wife 30-40, one male 20-30, two 15-20, one female 5-10, and 
two under S. 


The 1850 Mortality Schedule recorded the death of Absalom Il, 
age 60, porn in South carolina, died in March 1849, in Greene 
County of pneumonia. (My records fail to show the family in 1850 
census). His widow Elizabeth may be the one in 1853 Greene County 
tax list. 


Much of the data herein presented on the children of Absalom 
II was taken from Clifton Breland’s booklet ”’The Breland Family”, 
privately published in 1978 (Note 1).

20-30, with wife 20-30, two daughters under S, one 10-15. In 1841 
Perry County tax list Lemme Breland was listed; in 1842, 1843, and 
1644 he was listed.

40, with wife 30-40, two sons under S, two 5-10, one 10-15, one 
daughter under S, one 5-10, and three 10-15. 


Joseph was listed in Perry County tax rolls for 1841, 184e, 
1843, 1844, 1845, and 1847. The 1845 State census listed him in 
Perry County with 8 males and 6 femaies. 


The 18SO Federal census listed Joseph Breeland in Perry 
County, age 46, wife Sally 5, Five sons and six daughters.

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CHAPTER VII 


MIGRATIONS OF BRELAND FAMILIES TO ALABANA 


In 1818, Sarah Breadland married James Durden in Montgomery 
County, Alabama; she could have been a daughter of Elisha I. In 
18193, Lewis Breland married Patsy Griffin in Montgomery County and 
obtained land in Montgomery County. It seems likely that Sarah 
and Lewis were living in an area that became Autauga County 
C1816). In 1822, Lavinia Breland married Paden H. Spear in 
Montgomery County, with James Durden as surety; later about 1850, 
Lavinia and P. H. Spear were living with Olive Magee, daughter of 
James M. Breland, in Pike County, Miss. It seems likely that 
James M™., Lewis, Sarah, and Lavinia were siblings and children of 
Elisna I; and Hillery of Pike County, Miss. was likewise. More 
data is offered herein. 


In 1821, there was evidence that Abram Breland was in 
Alabama; the following was found in the James Dellet Collection as 
kept by Hon. James Dellet, Jr., of Claiborne, Monroe County, 
Alabama, an attorney formerly of Columbia, South Carolina: 


"On or before the 28th day of April, 1821, we or either 
of us, promise to pay ABRAM BRELAND or bearer one 
hundred and fifty dollars, with interest from this date 
if not punctually paid for value received. Witness our 
hands and seals this eSth day of April 1821. 
Jos. Gee, J. Darrington.” 
Cpublished in Alabama Genealogical Quarterly, Winter, 
1980) 
This Abram Breland seems to be the son of William Breland I of 
Barnwell County, South Carolina, who died in 1820; however, it 
could have been another Abram or Abraham; no other record has been 
found in Alabama. 


In 1829, Samuel Breland II settled land in Barbour County, 
Alabama; ne was almost certainly the son of William Breland I of 
Barnwell County, South Carolina. More data is offered herein. No 
connection 1s known between Elisha I’s Alabama descendants and 
William I’s Alabama descendants. 


LEWIS BRELAND FAMILY 


Lewis Breland was born in South Carolina about 1739e-4 Chased 
on age in 1850 and 1860) and was likely the son of Elisha I. 


In 1830 census, Lewis was listed in Autauga County as L. 
Breland, age 30-40, with wife (Patsy? 30-40, 3 sons under 5, and 
one daughter $-10; J. Durden with Sarah CBreland) also was listed 
in the county. ' 


In 1840, Lewis Breeland was listed in Perry County, as tO-50O, 
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with wife age +0-50, one son 10-15, two sons 15-20, and one 
daughter S-10. James Durden with wife Sarah (Breland) was also in 
Perry County. 


In 1850, the Perry Countly census listed the following: Lewis 
Brelan 58 (born S. C.2, Patsy Se Cborn S. C.), Nicholas ¢?) eS, 
John 23, and Sarah 17. James Durden was in Pike County, with wife 
(Sarah Breland) not listed and apparently deceased. Paden H. 
Spear and wife CLavinia Breland) age 47, and children were in 
Amite County, Mississippi, living with Olive Jane (Breland) Magee. 


Family lore records that Archibald Breland went to 
Mississippi in 1861 and served in Civil War. 


In 1870, Louis Breeland (sic) 1s found in Texas in McLennan 
County, west of Bragos River, age 77; wife not listed and 
apparentiy deceased; living with son James age 50, wife Caroline, 
‘and tneir 6 children. 


Lewis’ son, John W., remained in Alabama in Perry County and 
many of his descendants Still live in the area. Some data about 
family comes from Claude Breland, Route 3, Box 211, Marion, 
Alapama 36756. Some data comes from Mrs. Hansen Clements Cnee 
Upal Breland), Route 3, Box 223, Marion, Alabama 36756; she 
relates how Lewis’ great-grandson, Thomas Archibald, visited in 
Alabama from Mississippi (Choctaw), searching for Breland history; 
his address was 1983: T. A. Breland, P. O. Box +46, Macon, MS 
39341. :

SAMUEL BRELAND II FAMILY 
Samuel Breland II was almost certainly the son of William 


Breland of Barnwell County, South Carolina. Samuel II was born 
about 1792, Beaufort District, South Carolina. 
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William’s will, written in 1819 and probated in 1820 in 
Barnwell County, named Samuel as one of his sons and one of the 


executors of the estate. 


In the 1820 Barnwell County census listed Samuel, age e6-‘t5, 
with wife 2@6-+S; Mary, nis mother and widow of William, was listed 
as living alone. One reference has Samuel getting deed in 1820 in 
Barbour County, Alabama; tnis date 15 open for question CNote 2). 


In 1827, Barnwell County records indicate that Samuel sold 10 
acres of land, and in 16e6 sold 275 acres of land. By 18e9g, 
Samuel had moved to Alabama and settled in Barbour County. 


In 1930, Pike County census listed Samuel Breland and his 
wife with two males under 10. The ages, 20-30, andicate that may 
be in error. 


In 1840, census for Barbour County listed Samuel Breland, age 
40-50, with wife 30-40, three males 5-10, two females 5-10, and 
one female 10-15. 


"Samuel Breland from Barnwell County, S. C., was one of early 
settlers of Uale County, AL, along with his sons Dennis and 
William James; also, Jacob K. Hutto with son Howell, and Henry and 
John Judah; all from South Carolina---” (Pea River Trails, 1976, 
Vol. 2, p. SSI. 


The 1850 census for Dale County (formed in 1824 from parts of 
Barbour, Henry, Pike, and Covington counties) listed Catherines 
Breeland, age 22, born in South Carolina, living in household of 
Jacob K. Hutto; Catherine was the daughter of Samuel. Samuel’s 
family has not been located in 1850. 


The 1860 census for Dale County listed Dennis Breland Ca son 
of Samuel), age 27, with wife Martha el, and Mary Breland 56, 
presumably the widow of Samuel Il. 


Lydia Hughes Grimes’ book (Note 3) undicates that Dorcas 
Breland, daughter of Samuel Il and Mary Breland, married Howell T. 
Hutto about 185e in Dale County; also, that Dennis T. Breland, son 
of Samuel 11 and Mary Breland, married Martha A. Judah in 1857 in 


Dale County. 


In a history of Dale County (Note +), 1t is stated that 
Dennis Breland, Midland City, Alabama, entered Confederate services 
in 186e.

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CHAPTER VIII 


BRELAND FAMILIES IN OTHER STATES AND CANADA 


Today, Brelands are found in most states, but im colonial 
days and 1n early years of the states the name was rarely found. 
In addition to the early records in South Carolina, Alabama, 
Mississippl1, and Louisiana already mentioned, the name occurred in 
early records of New York and Ohio. Also, an emigrant from Norway 
arrived after the Civil War and used the name of a farm in Norway 
as nls surname; ne settied in Illinois and left descendants in 
several. In Canada, a family has been found that goes back at 
teast to early 1800s; this family is presumed to be French. 


EARLY NEW YORK BRELAND FAMILIES 


The baptismal records of St. Peter’s Catholic Church in New 
York City indicate that in 1787, 1789, 1793, and 1797 children of 
Otto Gantz and Elizabeth Breelan were baptized. Names of the 
children were John, Christopher, Elizabeth, and Anna Maria. The 
church records for 1787-1880 were reproduced in the National 
Genealogical Society Quarterly, Vol. 68-1980, p. 130. 


In the 1790 New York City Federal Census Otto Guns was listed 
in North Ward. No other record of this family 1s known. 


New York City directories show these residents: 


Breeland, Richard snoemaker 1816/7 
Breeland, Abraham sashmaker 1818/9 
Breeland, Enoch 1822/3 


No other record of these individuals is Known. The index to New 
York City 1840 census snows Jacob ™. Breeland and S. Breeland; the 
microfilm of the census has not been checked. The 1850 New York 
City census index shows Emma Breland and Rachel Breland, but check 
of the census microfilm reveals the name as actually "Berland”; 
also, in 1850 the index shows John Brelun, but when viewed on the 
microfilm, the name 1S found to be ”"Brehm”. 


EARLY OHIO BREELAND FAMILY 


The 1820 Federal Census for Ohio listed James Breeland, age 
over 4S, wife over 5, one male under 10, one 26-45, one females 
under 10, one 10-16, and one 16-26; the listing was in Delhi 
Townsnip in Hamilton County. 


Hamilton County marriages for 19817-1837 show that A. Maria 
Breeland marrisd Samuel Ropes on Oct. cO, 1822. The 1830 census 
for Hamilton County, Delhi Township, p. 348, listed Samuel Ropes, 
age 30-40, and one female 20-30. The 14840 Ohio census index 
listed Samuel Rope in Hamilton County, Cincinnati Township, Pp. 
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No other records of this James Bresland and A. Maria Breeland 
are Known. 


ILLINOIS BRELAND FAMILY 


Stavanger, Norway, records indicate that Svend Olesen 
Breiitand was born in 1819, the name Breiland being the name of the 
farm where his parents lived; they were Ole Ellingsen Breiland 
and Britha Torsdaughter. 


Svend Olesen Breiland married in 1851 in Hjelmeland Parish 
Lisabeth Larsdaughter Haugeneset, a small place under the farm 
Hauge. They emigrated in 187% with two children: Britha, born 
18S3 and Ole born 1856 or 1857.

In 1885S Ole Breland married Anna Edwards in Livingston

Descendants of Ole Breland and Anna Edwards live now in the 
states of South Dakota and Washington, and possibly elsewhere.

CANADA: BRELAND FAMILIES 


In the book "Loyalists in the Southern Campaign of the 
Revolutionary War”, by Murtie June Clark, Vol. II, on Official 
Rolls of Loyalists Recruited from Md, Pa, Va, and other Colonies, 
p. 412, there 1s found a record of James Breland enlisting in 
Capt. Robt. McCrea’s Company on 19 Sept. 1777. He did not appear 
on later rosters. The Company was identified as a part of the 
Queen’s Rangers, which was said to have been removed to St. Jahn’s 
River in Nova Scotia for resettlement with the King’s American 
Dragons. No record has been found in Canada of James Breland. 


Pierre Breland. MTIhnere is a record of a Pascal Breland, born. 
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1810, who was a member of the Legislative Assembly for the 
Province of Manitoba. According to Audet’s Biographical Notes, he 
was one of the most influential and most respected half-breeds of 
Manitoa. His son Patrice, born in 1837, also served in the 
Assembly. 


Pascal Breland was a son of Pierre Breland, who was born in 
Abord a Plouffe, Province of Quebec, in the electoral district of 
Deux-Montagnes/Laral which is situated almost directly north of 
the 1usland of Montreal in the St. Lawrence River. In the Archives 
in Ottawa, there is a file on Breland Family Genealogy, MG e5, 
#62, Vol. 14%. The genealogy is neaded by Pierre Breland, died 
betore 1834.

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JOHN ROBERTSON BRELAND 1794-1875 


John Robertson Breland was born about 17934 in South 
Carolina, probably in Beaufort District, St. Peter’s Parish, 
now in Hampton County. He was the son of Abraham II and Mary 
Robertson Breland. 


Family tradition relates that, in 1794, at the birth of 
John R., his mother died with the request that he be named 
for her father, John Robertson; also, tradition relates that 
Jonn had another older brother called Albert. 


The whereabouts of Abraham II and his Family at the 1800 
census has not been determined. Apparently, he remarried and 
his wife’s name was Elizabeth : 


In 1810, in the Beaufort District census, in St. Peter’s 
Parish, it is listed: Abraham II, his wife, and two sons 
(presumably Albert and John RR.) and two daughters, all under 
10. In 1811, Abraham II obtained a Georgia passport for his. 
wife and 6 children to pass through the Creek Nation; also 
obtaining a passport about the same time were William 
Thornhill for himself, his wife (Liddy Breland, sister of 
Abraham II}, and his wife’s mother CJemimah Breland, widow of 
Abraham 13; also receiving a passport was William Odom ¢son 
of Millie Breland Qdom Cook, another sister of Abraham II}. 


Most of the group settled in Marion-Pike Counties, 
Mississippi; however, Abraham II and his family settled in 
St. Tammany Parish, LA, near the town of Pearl River; a deed 
recorded in St. Tammany Parish Courthouse tells of Abraham 
Breland transferring land on Bogue Chitto River "which land 
settling in the year 1812” CNote 1). In 1814, Abraham’s son 
(John R.J was drafted or enlisted into the Louisiana Militia 
and served in War of 1812 with Capt. John K. Goff’s Company 
of DeClouet’s Regiment and was discharged Cafter the Battle 
of New Orleans) in 1815 (Note 2). John R. Breland married 
Lurany Rogers Cor Rodgers?) in 1816; Marriage Index Book #1, 
St. Tammany Parish, copied by Mrs. Amos Neff in 1975, lists: 
"April 1616, Book 1, page e4; John Breeland married Liney 
Rodgers; bond of John Breeland and Peter Galloway; James 
Tate, Parish Judge”. 


John R. was listed in St. Helena Parish original land 
claims, 1617. Abraham II and his family had returned to Pike 
County about 1815-16. 


In 1820, census of 1820, St. Tammany Parish, lists ”John 
Breelan”; household one male 18-26, one female 16-26, one 
male under 10, and one female under 10; the male under 10 is 
unknown, probably a son who died young; a female under 10 is 
presumed to be Elizer, born Nov. e@4, 1820, according to 
Family data. Edward Breland married Alice Franklin in 1824 
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CSt. Tammany); Edward may have been living with Abraham II at 
this time and may have been a brother or cousin to John R. 
Cprobably a cousin with Elisha as his father). 


John R. and his family Cchildren born 1820, 1825, 1628, 
and 1830) moved from St. Tammany Parish to Pike County, MS 
between 1820 and 1831. John’s father, Abraham, apparently 
died in Pike County about this time, since he is listed in 
1820 Pike Co. census, but not in 1831 Pike Co. tax lists 
©1830 census is lost). John R. is listed on 1831 Pike Co. 
tax list as "John Brealand”. 


John R. and his wife CLiney or Luraney?) had children 
born in 1820, 1825, 1628, 1830, 1832, and 18eS (Franklin P.); 
Luraney Breland died in 1836, presumably in Pike County. 
John R. married Mary Lewis Jan. 13, 1839 (marriage document 
annexed). , 


In 1840 census for Pike County lists John Breland and 
his family: John age 30-40, wife 30-40, sons: one, under S, 
two €5-10), two (10-15), daughters: one (10-15); one (15- 
20). x 


In 1650, the census for Pike County lists John R. 
Breland, SS, SC; Mary 45 GA; Elijah 2O MS; Elisha 18 MS; 
Franklin P. 15 MS; William G. 10 MS; Henry J. 8 MS; Martha A. 
7 MS; Joseph M. 6 MS; Sarah A. 2 MS; unnamed cCAlbert G. B.3) 
2e/ie MS. In 1855, John R. and his family moved back to 
Louisiana, in Washington Parish or St. Tammany Parish, near 
Cavington. A church minute book in possession of Mr. 
Thompson, church clerk (from notes taken by Mrs. Amos Neff in 
1954.2 indicates the Bogue Falaya (Baptist) Church was 
organized Oct. 23, 1858, and members who signed the 
constitution included: J. R. Breland, Mary CLewis) Breland, 
and Martha Breland. In 1855, on the Washington Parish jury 
list: Wiley A. Jones (married Elizer Breland, daughter of 
John R.3J; Elizer’s marriage to Wiley Jones may have been the 
motive to go back to St. Tammany Cor Washington) Parish. 


In 1860, John R. listed in St. Tammany as "UW. R. 
Breland” 66 tCalone) SC. His residence was probably close by 
the line to Washington Parish; some of his siblings were in 
Washington Parish, school census 1863: Elizer CWiley Jones); 
Abraham (Darcus Jones); Mary ¢CGranberry Blount); Elijah 
CMarish Brown); Elisha CEdney Fussell); Franklin P. (Mary 
Slocomb or Henrietta Daniels); William G. CElizer Reeves); 
Henry J. CJoyce Lewisj); Martha Ann CGeorge Bailey); Joseph 
M. CMae Tynes); Sarah Ann (J. B. Fussell); Albert G. B. 
CNancy James-Dixon). 


The Civil War (1861-65) Finds several of John R.’s 
children involved: Abraham of Pike County and Washington 
Parish, died about 1863 in the War, leaving widow Darcus 
(Jones) and seven children; in 1863, Darcus Breland had one 
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son and 3 daughters in Washington Parish schools. Elijah 
served in the War, returned, and is is 1880 Washington Parish 
census; Elisha, who had married Edna Ballard Fussell about 
1859, and was in Washington Parish 1860, enlisted 186e and 
died abdut 1863 in a temporary hospital at Clinton, LA, from 
complications of measles and typhoid fever; he is buried ina 
cemetery near the hospital and marked grave, leaving widow 
Edney and four children; Franklin P. died in the War, leaving 
widow and no children (Murray’s account says he married Mary 
Slocom in 1859; however, St. Tammany Courthouse - as copied 
by Mrs. Amos Neff - lists his marriage to Henrietta Daniels 
in 1859). 


Continues with the Civil War: William G. served in the 
War and returned; Henry J. served in the War and returned; 
Joseph Marion served in the War and returned; the youngest 
son, Albert G. B. Breland, was said to be too young to serve. 


In 1870, ”*John Brelan” was listed in St. Tammany Parish 
as age 76 SC with wife Mary 63 GA, Martha 26, Sarah ee, 
Albert co. 


John Robertson Breland died 1875 in St. Tammany Parish; 
he 1S buried in old Bogue Falaya Church cemetery one mile off 
LA Hwy. 2S between Folsom and Covington, LA, next to the 
Llama Ranch. The gravestone upright marker indicates he died 
in 1875, age 80, 11 months, 6 days. John R’s widow Mary 
Lewis Breland had an Osyka, MS mail address after his death, 
living in Tangipahoa Parish with Joseph and Serena Breland; 
the 1880 census for Tangipahoa Parish lists Joseph 35 SC, 
Serena 3c LA, Mary 73 Cmother) GA. Mary Lewis Breland died 
in 188e.

Absalom 
Jr. moved back and lived in Greene County for several years on 
Leaf River directly across from the town of Leaf, Mississippi.

8, 1885. I think Richard is a son of Elisha Breland born 1785 by 
census comparison. I have one son not named born 1820 or 1825. 
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As I finish this Fourth Phase of writings on the Breland Families 
of Southeast Mississippi and their descendants. I have Eevarded for 
my hard work and expenses by meeting and knowing many kind, friendly, 
honest hard working people in Alabama, Mississippi, and Loiusiana. All 
the people have been very helpful(P.S. also quite a few wealthy, smart © 
and good Brelands). I think I have done the most extensive research 
ever done on the Brelands of Southeast Mississippi. After researching 
head stones, folk knowledge, tax rolls, books, census comparison, census 
records, good memory, living in the migration hub of south Greene and 
Perry counties of Mississippi, I have PAR ee am related to most of 
the old pioneer families. Some of these families are the Cochrans, 
Cowarts, Moodys, Byrds, Blacks, Fairleys, Martins, Golfs, ONeals and 
etc. 

I conclude that all most certainly, these are the Brelands that 
settled here: one uncle Samuel (born 1765) , he was the son of Abraham 
(born 1725). There were seven brothers that settled in this area, too. 

They were Elisha(born 1785), Absalom Jr.(born 1790), Hiram (born 1797), 
Jesse (born 1799), Joseph T. (born 1803), Lemuel (born 1811), and Rueben 
Richard(Born 1815. They were the sons of Absalom Sr. (born 1750). 

These pioneers moved together, lived by each other,, and these 
are the ones on the tax and census rolls.
